V-E Day 

Victory in Europe has come at last. 
At this writing, on the morning of May 
8, the bells are still tolling out the glad 
news in Philadelphia. THe Sunpay 
Secnoo. Trmes staff has just listened, with 
thankful hearts, to the proclamations 
of President Truman and Winston 
Churchill. ' Then all stood and sang 
the Doxology, and were led in prayers 
of thanksgiving by John C. Winston of 
the Belgian Gospel Mission and William 
H. Richie of the Scripture Gift Mission, 
for, as in the weekly prayer meetings, 
the staffs of these two missions met 


with the Trmves family. This scene of 
quiet and reverent rejoicing was doubt- 
less a picture in miniature of what oc- 
curred among Christian people through- 
out the whole nation, and it is good 
to know that so many turned at once 
to God in thankfulness. It is in itself 
a cause for thanksgiving that President 
Truman should voice our “joyful thanks 
to God for the victory we have won,” 
and declare that “it is fitting that we, 
as a nation, give thanks to Almighty 
God, who has strengthened us and given 
us the victory.” As readers receive this 
issue, the Day of Prayer on May 13 pro- 
claimed by the President will be in the 
past, but it is to be hoped that it will 
be very widely and properly observed. 
A tone of restraint and humility in the 
midst of exultation was evident in the 
President’s address, and this should 
mark all our activities as we look for- 
ward to victory in the Pacific. All honor 
to the members of the land, sea, and air 
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forces who have carried to a successful 
conclusion the campaign in Europe. It 
is a day of liberation and joy for the 
oppressed peoples of the Continent, but 
millions are still starving, bleeding, and 
dying in the Orient. Therefore, as our 
thoughts go out across the Atlantic, let 
us say with the Psalmist, “Not unto us, 
O Lord, not unto us, but unto thy name 
give glory, for thy mercy, and for thy 
truth’s sake. Wherefore should. the 
heathen say, Where is now their God? 
But our God is in the heavens: he hath 
done whatsoever he hath pleased” (Psa. 
115: 143). And, as we think of the treach- 
erous enemy in the Far East, of whom 
Churchill reminded us, let us do as 
Jehoshaphat did, who “set himself to 
seek the Lord”; and Judah, who “gath- 
ered themselves together, to ask help 
of the Lord”; that-He may give wisdom 
and courkge to our ‘arthed' fdtces, and 
grant another. and speesiieg victory in 
the Orient.

vival prayers in family and church 

are different. One remembers how 
our late and lamented brother, Jonathan 
Goforth, took control of the devotional 
part of meetings.

Prayers that had never been offered be- 
fore and had to do with current needs. 
How the people prayed! What bless- 
ing came! Revival prayers are new 
prayers. Stock prayers chill any serv- 
ice. Neither God nor the people want 
them: Prayer should keep pace with 
the progress of the soul and the need 
of the Church and of mankind. The 
prayers of the apostles were adapted

to necessities. They prayed as taught 
by Christ. They conformed their prayers 
to the Scriptures. They prayed for 
things. needful for the Church, for causes 
and individuals. The prayers of people 
in times of revival are burdened for 
weak and wayward Christians and for 
the conversion of sinners. 


The Welsh Revival and the Layman’s 
Revival (57-58) were memorable for 
such prayers. A great spirit of prayer 
was upon the people. They were con- 
scious of particular needs and offered 
specific prayers. It falls to the minis- 
ter to promote such prayers. He min- 
isters in God’s house of prayer. Prayers, 
— private, social, and public,— if adapted 
to the great necessities in the Church 
and the world, will bear astounding 
fruit. But how can the Lord’s people 
be awakened to pray such prayers? 
Awakening messages on the sin of ig- 
noring the use of this means of grace 
will help. Christians need to see that 
they must call upon God who perform- 
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eth all these things for them. * Their 
human wisdom and strength are power- 
less to effect changes that only God 
can make in hearts and souls and situa- 
tions. 

But think not that either preaching or 
prayers are services you are to manage 
for God; but rather think of them as 
services God desires to accomplish 
through your consecrated instrumental- 
ity. The work, if it is in the natural, 
will fail. Revival i a work of God. Let 
Him.use you in accomplishing it. There 
are means to use to this end: the prom- 
ises and examples of Scripture; a study 
of the nature and benefits of prayer, and 
the peril and disgrace of prayerlessness; 
the prayers of Christ in Heaven to be 
echoed on earth. The Spirit prayeth in 
and through burdened hearts. Hold 
your own prayer meeting for yourself. 
Have your family prayers. Secure a 
few like-minded friends and pray for 
the big things’ God desires to see in 
your church and community. Don’t 
stop praying until the answer comes. 
‘Mix all your prayers with praises. God 
answers every prayer within His will. 


LEADERSHIP iN CHURCH PROGRAMS 


It is dangerous to ourselves and others 
to accept Christ as a patron instead of 
Chief Executive of the Church. It is 
no honor to Him, who is Head over all 
things to the Church, to be counted as 
a mere figurehead. Yet in the programs 
of the Church it may be that Christ is 
dishonored tremendously. We have need 
of revaluation of what is sanctioned by 
the Church in the light of the purposes 
of the Lord of the Church. Programs 
sponsored by congregations may be dan-

Notes on Open Letters 


Why Mary Could Not Touch - 
the Risen Christ 


Your “Notes on Open Letters” column 
has been an aid in answering the many 
questions put to one on the foreign field. 
Would you answer one for me please. It 
is this: Why did Jesus say to Mary Mag- 
dalene, “Touch me not” (John 20:1) when 
the women of Matthew 28:9 “came and 
held him by the feet”?—An Alaskan 
missionary. 

The setting of these texts is as follows: 
Matthew 28:1 declares that Mary Mag- 
dalene and “the other Mary” came “to 
see the sepulchre.” The angel told them 
Christ was not there, but had risen, 
and commanded them to go and tell His 
disciples. “And as they went to tell his 
disciples, behold, Jesus met them, say- 
ing, All hail. And they came and held 
him by the feet, and worshipped him” 
(v. 9). In the parallel passage in John’s 
Gospel, he mentions Mary Magdalene, 
Simon :Peter, and “the other disciple, 
whom Jesus loved” (John). After Jolin 
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had looked into the sepulcher, and Peter 
had entered in, they went away, and 
“Mary stood without at the sepulchre 
weeping.” Shortly after, she saw the 
Lord Jesus, and in her joy would have 
held Him. But He said, “Touch me not; 
for I am not yet ascended to my Father: 
but go to my brethren, and say unto 
them, I ascend unto my Father, and your 
Father; and to my God, and your God” 
(John 20:17). 

There is a mystery here, but some 
good explanations of it have been given, 
and we may learn some lessons from it. 

The order of these events is important. 
The appearance of our Lord to Mary 
Magdalene in John 20 is placed first by 
Prof. Matthew B. Riddle (“Outline Har- 
mony of the Gospels”), the Companion 


Bible, and Scofield. Mary Magdalene - 


had merely “turned herself back,” after 
talking with the two angels, when she 
saw the Lord. But the two women had 
left the sepulcher and were on their way 
to tell the disciples, when they met Him 
and “held him by the feet.” Thus there 
are two distinct incidents, and we may 
be sure the Lord had good and sufficient 
reasons for allowing Himself to be 
touched in the one case but not in an- 
other. 

Dr. Scofield sums up clearly three 
views as follows: “(1) That Jesus speaks 
to Mary as the High Priest fulfilling the 
day of atonement (Lev. 16). Having 
accomplished the sacrifice, He was on 
His way to present the sacred blood in 
Heaven, and that, between the meeting 
with Mary in the garden and the meet- 
ing of Matt. 28:9, He had so ascended and 
returned: a view in harmony with types. 
(2) That Mary Magdalene, knowing as 
yet only Christ after.the flesh (2 Cor. 
5: 15-17), and having found her Beloved, 
sought only to hold Him so; while He, 


about to assume a new relation to His dis- * 


ciples in ascension, gently teaches Mary 
that now she must not seek to hold Him 
to the earth, but rather become His mes- 
senger of the new joy. (3) That He 
merely meant: ‘Do not detain me now; 
I am not yet ascended; you will see me 
again; run rather to my brethren,’ etc.” 


This is in accord with the marginal 
note in the Companion Bible on the 
word “for” (with which the Lord began 
His\explanation to Mary): “This gives 
the reason for the prohibition. He aft- 
erwards allowed the women to hold Him 
by the feet (Matt. 28:9). On this day, 
the morrow after the Sabbath, the high 
priest would be waving the sheaf of the 
firstfruits before the Lord (Lev. 28:10, 
11); while He, the firstfruits from the 
dead (1 Cor. 15:23), would be fulfilling 
the type by presenting Himself before 
the Father.” 

Jamieson, Fausset and Brown (Com- 
mentary, Vol. 5) have this to say: “ ‘Old 
familiarities must now give place to 
new and more awful, yet sweeter ap- 
proaches; but for these the time has not 
come yet.’ This seems the spirit, at 
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least, of these mysterious words, on 
which much difference of opinion has 
obtained, and not much that is satis- 
factory been said.” 


Matthew Henry pays little attention 
to the order of events, but, with his 
usual penetration and ‘thoroughness, 
adds some interesting thoughts. He 
writes, in part: “Mary was so trans- 
ported with the sight of her dear Mas- 
ter that she forgot herself, and that 
state of glory into which he was now 
entering, and was ready to express her 
joy by affectionate embraces of him, 
which Christ here forbids at this time. 
1. Touch me‘ not thus at all, for I am to 
ascend to heaven. He bade the disciples 
touch him, for the confirmation of their 
faith; he allowed the women to take 
hold of his feet, and worship him (Matt. 
28:9); but Mary, supposing that he was 
risen, as Lazarus was, to live among 
them constantly, and converse with them 
freely as he had done, upon that pre- 
sumption was about to take, hold of his 
hand with her usual freedom. This mis- 
take Christ rectified; she must believe 
him, and adore him, as exalted, but must 
not expect to be familiar with him as 
formerly. See 2 Corinthians 5:16. He 
forbids her to dote upon his bodily pres- 
ence, to set her heart on this, or expect 
its continuance, and leads her to the spir- 
itual converse and communion which she 
should have with him after he was as- 
cended to his Father; for the greatest 
joy of his resurrection was that it was 
a step’ towards his ascension. . . . The 
best service thou canst do now is to 
carry the tidings to the disciples; lose 
no tirne therefore, but go away with 
all speed. Note, Public service ought 
to be preferred before private satisfac- 
tion. It is more blessed to give than to 
receive.” 


It is noteworthy that, in the Gospel 
which was written that we “might be- 
lieve that Jesus is the Christ, the Son 
of God” (20:31), we should have the 
record of these words of our Lord’s to 
Mary: “I ascend unto my Father, and 
your Father; and to my God, and your 
God.” As various writers have pointed 
out, our Lord thus emphasizes, in a 
delicate manner, the fact that there is 
a real difference between His relation- 
ship and ours to the Father in Heaven. 
He and the Father were one (John 10: 
30); we are made sons of God only by 
faith in the Son (John 1:12). He was 
God manifest in the flesh (1 Tim. 3:16); 
we have been adopted into His family 
only by virtue of His love and mercy 
toward us, and His sacrifice for us: “But 
when the fulness of the time was come, 
God sent fdérth his Son, made of a 
woman, made under the law, to redeem 
them that were under the law, that we 
might receive the adoption of sons” (Gal. 
4:4, 5); “having predestinated us unto 
the adoption of children by Jesus Christ 
to himself, according to the good pleas- 
ure of his will” (Eph. 1:5).

. JAN MASARYK, son of the 
Mi President Masaryk of Czecho- 

slovakia, and himself Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, in an address in the 
erypt of St. Paul’s Cathedral, London, 
told the story of Frantizek Zilka, a mod- 
ern Czech scholar, who, long before 
1939, realized the deadly peril that the 
beginnings of Hitlerism threatened to 
European liberty. In order to counter 
this danger, Professor Zilka translated 
the New Testament into modern Czech. 
“Scripture,” said Mr. Masaryk, “provides 
the literature which is common to all 
men, in this stricken continent of ours, 


who have goodwill, and for whom free- 


dom is a passion.” 

Mr. Masaryk follows a great tradition. 
In his later years, President Masaryk, 
whenever he made an address, prefixed 
it with a short reading from the New 
Testament. In 1915 when he went into 
exile he carried with him the old Czech 
Kralice Bible. And the tradition goes 
still farther back. The Preamble to 
the Four Articles of Prague, the charter 
of the Hussite faith, reads: 

“The Bohemian nation and its Chris- 
tians, trusting to God, stand with all 
their goods, for life and death, as best 
they may, ... resting upon the New 
Testament of Jesus Christ.” 

In this spirit a group of British Chris- 
tians is meeting with a similar group 
of Czech Christians in exile, looking to 
the establishment of a Czech Bible So- 
ciety, and the provision of the Word 
to the Czech people, for five years de- 
prived of Scripture by the Nazis. 


Frank Mangs,*an evangelist in Scan- 
dinavia, reports in the Christian Funda- 
mentalist concerning revival in war- 


‘torn Finland. “At the conclusion of a 


service all Christians except personal 
workers, and those unready to surren- 
der to Christ, are asked to go home. 
Only those who are tired of sin and 
willing to accept Christ are permitted 
to remain. It is not unusual to have 
between fifty and a hundred remain each 
evening. The most remarkable evening 
in ‘my whole life was when 300 unsaved 
young people remained after the public 
service to surrender their hearts to 
Christ.” 

Which makes me think of my last 
visit to Finland just before the war, 
when I called on old friends, Dr. and 
Mrs. Laitenen of Helsingfors. Dr. Lai- 
tenen had been a former professor in 
the University and head of the medical 
department of Finland. Mrs. Laitenen; 
a woman of polyglot culture and one- 
time pupil of the great French sculptor 
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Rodin, eame down to.the drawitig-toom 
and I made same allusion to.per inter- 
est in plastic art, whereat, to my str- 
prise, she returned, “Those things I have 
forgotten. I have found God.” Then 
she talked a half hour about her con- 
version. “I used occasionally to read 
the Bible as literature; now I feed on 
it. Once I ‘said my prayers’; now I 
talk with God,” and so on, with great 
earnestness. .That Sunday afternoon we 
studied the Bible together in the Lai- 
tenen home. 


The South African Outlook is the or- 
gan of the Scottish Mission in South 
Africa, the heir of the ministry of Mof- 
fat and Livingstone. An article in it 
describes the story of the Wise Men 
from the East as “a fairy tale,” and de- 
clares the story of the Virgin Birth to 
be “the result of mixing up a Greek 
myth with the Gospel story, a sublimated 
version of the ancient Zeus legend famil- 
iar throughout the Gentile world of the 
time. . . . The idea of the Virgin Birth 
impugned the moral supremacy of the 
normal marriage.” .All this is importa- 
tion from Bolingbroke and Voltaire. 

The account of the Wise Men’s visit 
to Bethlehem is the sequel to the proph- 
ecy of the coming Messiah within a 
period of seventy weeks’(Dan. 9). This 
prophecy Daniel unquestionably filed in 
the College of the Wise Men in Baby- 
lon, of which he was chief (Dan. 2:48), 
When the time was up, representatives 
of that college came to Jerusalem to 
offer their fealty to the expected Prince. 
There is nothing -unreal or legendary 
in this. It fits perfectly. 

The writer of the article, who “has 
given a lifetime of finest service in 
Christian missions,” threshes out other 
old straw. One point alone shall we 
answer. He says the Evangelist John 
refers to Jesus as the son of Joseph (1: 
45; 6:42). As a matter of fact it was the 
Jews, not John, who called Jesus “the 
son of Joseph.” John reports this and 
then takes care to correct the impression 
by quoting, immediately after the first 
statement, the words of Nathanael, 
“Thou art the Son of God, the King of 
Israel”; after the second statement, “Is 
not this Jesus, the son of Joseph,” he 
proceeds to repeat such words of Jesus 
as, “Not that any man hath seen the 
Father, save he which is of God,” and 
the words of Peter, “We believe and 
are sure that thou art that Christ, the 
Son of the living God” (John 6:46, 69). 


“The Bible Unmasked,” by Joseph 
Lewis of the Free Thinkers Association, 
has been banned from circulation in 
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Canada, but 100,000 copies have been 
sold in the United States. Among those 
who commend this vulgar book are Miss 
Ellen Hayes, one-time professor in 
Wellesley College, which Mr. Henry F. 
Durant founded to be an evangelical 
Christian institution; Harry E. Barnes, 
one-time professor in Smith College, 
also a Christian foundation; and the Rev. 
A. Wakefield Slaten, Unitarian minister, 
who says he has read the book “with 
sustained enjoyment.” Mr. Slaten was 
trained for the Baptist ministry at 
Rochester Seminary in the days of Wal- 
ter Rauschenbusch. : 

The core of Old Testament inspiration 
is its Messianic prediction and fore- 
shadowing. The pattern of the taber- 
nacle given to Moses at Sinai was an 
intimation of the fulfilleds sacrifice of 
Calvary. For this reason the passages 
in Exodus and Leviticus which deal with 
the law of offerings and the equipment 
of the tabernacle are inspired. They 
have to do with sacrifice for sin. The 
gross passages in the Old Testament, 
which these Free Thinkers and Unitar- 
ians gloat over in the belief that they 
discredit Scripture, are inspired proofs 
of the need of redemption. It is notice-, 
able how many of them have to do with 
persons in the direct line of our Lord’s 
genealogy —Abraham, Jacob, Tamar, 
David, Bath-sheba, Rahab. The purpose 
of the Word was to make clear how 
desperately wicked the natural man is, 
even at his best, as in the chosen line; 
then to show clearly how the Lamb of 
God identified Himself with this sin- 
smitten line of a sin-smitten race. 
The stories of sin testify to the need 
of the LeVitical process of repent- 
ance and sacrifice. This sacrifice, in 
turn, was the prologue to the fin- 
ished work of Christ. It is an inspira- 
tion, with parts interlocking and com- 
plementing each other. 


Spiritual restlessness in Congregation- 
alism is described by Prof. Wilhelm 


Pauck in a Christian Century article. - 


He speaks of a group “of mostly younger 
ministers” who, with a concern for a 
Christ-centered faith, have’ organized 
themselves under the cry of “Christus 
Victor.” They have found considerable 
response, and the movement may de- 
velop. “If this should turn out to be the 
case, the now latent distress of many 
Congregational ministers at the change 
of theological mood may become acute. 
For some of the older leaders of Con- 
gregationalism are not a little disturbed 
by the fact that the liberalism they im- 
bibed in their youth, and to which they 
adhered throughout their careers, is 
rather coolly greeted by many younger 
men. 

“I must also mention that another 
group of Congregational ministers is dis- 
turbed about the present trend away 
from liberalism. It is represented by 
men of middle age who graduated from 
the seminaries during the decade after 
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the First World War. They believed 
that the study of theology was not an 
essential part of their training for the 
ministry. So they neglected it in pref- 
erence for more ‘practical’ disciplines. 
Today, many of them find that they have 
gone spiritually dry. They long for the- 
ological instruction, hoping thus to dis- 
cover a spiritually vital message, but 
they are unable really to understand the 
issues of present-day theological discus- 
sion. They are confused and do not 
know where they stand. Some of them 
feel theologically lost. No wonder they 
are disturbed.” 


Paul Leeds of Louisiana.—I have been 
running through a file of the Missionary 
Herald of the. American Board of For- 
eign Missigns. It is a record of good 
work, sympathy, social conscience — set 
in beautiful form. The note is that of 
autumn’s mellow fruits; that of spring- 
time, — of conversion, of the new birth, 
of flooding life,—is not so noticeable. 
The story of Paul Leeds in Louisiana, 
however, is an exception. He is “first 
of all an apostolic evangelist,” we are 
told. He “was converted in the First 
Congregational Church of Dallas. (Dr. 
C. I. Scofield’s old church). In 1893 he 
started to evangelize Piney Woods in 
S.E. Louisiana, a wilderness of forest 
and swamp and backward people. He 
went from house to house, lumber camp 
to lumber camp, often sleeping on pine- 
needle beds “where, however, the lad- 
der from heaven was never wanting,” as 
he testifies. 

Meetings were held in brush arbors, 
Mr. Leeds spending days in fasting and 
prayer. Hardened men “prayed through” 
in these brush arbors to genuine con- 
version. In one case forty or more, in- 
cluding a man who had brought whiskey 
bottles to sell to others, were converted 
and a church of sixty members was the 
result. , 

Mr. Leeds lived on the gifts of these 
poor people, pieced out with the income 
which came from carpentering, farming, 
school-teaching, chimney-daubing, and 
log-rolling. “In pulpit or home, when 
the Bible was held by hands that showed 
scars and callouses, it seemed to bring 
the spirit and teachings of our Lord 
Jesus Christ down to everyday life.” 

St. Peter’s, the Indian Church, grew 
out of his meeting two intoxicated In- 
dians in the woods. He stopped ‘to talk, 
prayed with them, and pleaded with 
them. Altogether fourteen churches 
were organized by him in fifty years, 
one made up of Caguns, or Acadians, 
descended from the Evangeline emigra- 
tion. Mr. Leeds is still active, the spir- 
itual father of this extensive region. 


At long last the Unitarians have passed 
from “social” writing to social action. 
The Unitarian Service Committee started 
to assist Unitarians in Czechoslovakia, 
and, working in co-operation with Amer- 
ican Friends, was financed by a fund 
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of $250,000 that had been raised by Dr. 
N. M. Butler and a Committee for 
Czechoslovak Relief. Unitarians ar- 
ranged to administer this fund. They 
also engaged in medical and child-feed- 
ing work in France, a considerable part 
of the support coming from the Ameri- 
can Joint Distribution Committee and 
the Congregational-Christian Commit- 
tee for War Victims. 


Finally, for several years, they have 
operated an office for refugee relief in 
Lisbon, as agents for the Central Bureau 
for Relief of Evangelical Churches, the 
World Alliance for Friendship through 
the Churches, and four other relief or- 
ganizations. 


Mrs. Dexter, a leading worker, re- 
ports: “If our support had been limited 
to that received from Unitarians, the 
Unitarian Service Committee would be 
but a shadow of what it is today. The 
Federal Council of Churches has made 
constant remittances and has been un- 
stinted in generosity. . The. Congrega- 
tionalists have given large sums and 
sent a worker at their own expense [Dr. 
Kendrick Grobel, appointed by the 
American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions].” The American Com- 
mittee for Christian Refugees and the 
International Rescue and Relief Com- 
mittee have also worked through the 
Unitarian Service Committee. 


Finally the Unitarian Service Com- 
mittee received $250,000 from the Na- 
tional War Fund. 


Of these admirable ministries a writer 
in the Christian Register for November 
15, 1940, said, “The work of our Serv- 
ice Committee represents the most im- 
portant job of the [Unitarian] denomi- 
nation, more important even than 
planting new churches, because the more 
our service activities are successful, the 
more people will at first admire us, and 
then wish to join us.” Read Matthew 
5:16 and 6:1. 


Roman Catholic priests are to be bar- 
red from postwar Russia, the Russiarr 
Government announces, according to 
the New York Nation. Russians re- 
member the wicked persecutions, of Or- 
thodox Ukrainians in Russian Poland, 
during the twenties, by the Polish Cath- 
olic Government; also the cruel mas- 
sacres of their Slavic brethren, the 
Serbs of Croatia, by Croat Catholics, 
in the present decade. 

The Government of Ethiopia also re- 
fuses to admit Roman Catholic mission- 
aries within its borders. It has every 
reason for this. Italian Catholicism vied 
with Italian imperialism in merciless 
treatment of the Abyssinian people dur- 
ing the thirties. 

What, then, becomes of that one of 
the “Four Freedoms” which has to do 
with “religious freedom”? Is it true 
that some are not worthy of freedom 
because they themselves are self-con- 
fessed enemies. of religious freedom? 


. 
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Certainly Russia and Ethiopia bar Ro- 
man clericalism from their borders be- 
cause it stands, not for genuine Chris- 
tianity, but for intolerance and power 
politics. This is a fundamental fact that 
Protestant liberalism ought to get into 
its head, and the sooner the better. 

In permitting the ordination of a new 
Russian patriarch in Moscow, to which 
came representatives of the Orthodox 
Church from various Slavic lands, the 
Soviet Government makes it clear that 
it plans to use the Orthodox Church 
after the old pan-Slavic fashion, for the 
extension of Russian influence in the 
Balkans and the Near East. This, too, 
may mean the exit of. the Jesuit from 
a number of lands. 

Meanwhile good news comes from 
Ethiopia, Christian news. Mr. Beacham 
writes that seven workers of the Sudan 
Interior Mission, who have been re- 
tained in Addis Ababa for some time, 
can now go back to their former sta- 
tions. He was expecting to follow them 
about the end of January, when he 
hoped to meet thousands of the new 
converts in conference. 

“We look upon the church’s oppor- 
tunity in Ethiopia,” writes Mr. Playfair, 
the general director of this mission, “as 
one of the greatest in modern times. 
Not only are Christians desiring to be 
taught, but pagans are willing to sacri- 
fice in order to’ build their own schools 
and pay for teachers and schoolbooks. 
This attitude was utterly unknown in 
pre-Italian-invasion days. In fact, few 
parents would then allow their children 
to go to school, and few children wanted 
to go.” 


Rome and Hollywood.—The Song of 
Bernadette, the film which the Jewish 
playwright, Franz Werfel, wrote, digni- 
fies the fable of Lourdes, a French cen- 
ter of superstition. It has been feted 
about Protestant England, with town 
clerks, mayors, councilors, and ministers 
attending special civicgerformances, and 
has had a similar run in the United 
States. “Going My Way” and “San Fran- 
cisco” are other Roman Catholic films 
that have been widely circulated, and 
these are followed by others: “The Bells 
of St. Mary,” “Make Way for O’Sulli- 
van,” “The Miracle,” “The Church of the 
Good Thief,” “Boys’ Ranch,” “The Keys 
of the Kingdom,” “Father Malachy’s 
Miracle,” “The Rosary,” “The Hoodlum 
Saint,” and others. 

In all these films the priest is set forth 
in an attractive light, and when the 
original novel, as Cronin’s “Keys of the 
Kingdom,” presents him at times other- 
wise, these passages are eliminated. 

It is significant that the representative 
of the Pope in Washington is the Arch- 
bishop of Laodicea, Mgr. Cicognani, and 
his works have the unspiritual quality 
of that ancient, lukewarm church. It 
was he who started the movement which, 
under the guise of decency, put Cath- 
olic Mr. Breen at the head of the pro-

duction code administration at Holly- 
wood. On July 2, 1936, appeared Vigi- 
lante Cura, the encyclical of Pope Pius 
XI. It said: 

“Motion pictures may. be made to serve 
in a practical way to promote the exten- 
sion of the Kingdom of God on earth 
[obviously the Church of Rome]. And to 
do this they should be elaborated to con- 
formity with the aims of the Christian 
conscience [Roman Catholic opinion]. 
The problem of the production of moral 
films would be solved radically if it 
were possible for us to-have the produc- 
tion wholly inspired by the principles 
of Christian morality [as interpreted by 
Rome]. 

“Boiled down,” says the Sentinel of 
Montreal, “this meant that the motion 
pictures emanating ‘from Hollywood 
would have to conform to the standards 
of the Roman Church. Reviewing boards 
have been established in every Roman 
Catholic diocese. Every issue of every: 
Catholic periodical on. the continent 
carries these censored lists of films to- 
day, as ordered by the Pope.” 

This type of religious propaganda 
comes under the rubric, “wood, hay, 
stubble,” and will ultimately go the way 
of these things. Yet as this propaganda 
tends to mislead the simple, we perhaps 
should find satisfaction in the fact that 
a Protestant film commission, backed 
by 22 denominations, is planned to pro- 
duce films of an interdenominational 
character, to suggest Protestant films to 
Hollywood, and to represent Protestant 
interests to the film industry. Reforma- 
tion history and the history of missions 
have thrilling incidents enough to this 
end. 


The dean of the Cathedral of St. John, 
New York, Dr. Howard Chandler Rob- 
bins, preached some time ago in the 
Church of St. John, Washington, on 
“Being Filled with the Spirit,” and took 
the occasion as appropriate to defend 
drinking. That brought to my mind an 
address by the late Professor Niebergall 
of Heidelberg on the ethical danger to 
youth from the use of alcohol. Here 
are some sentences from it: 

“There are few among you who are 
not acquainted with the singularly lofty 
passage in Goethe’s Paedagogischer 
Provinz on ‘The Three Reverences.’ 
Every teacher should read it at least 
once a year. Goethe traced back all 
that is great in the life of the soul to 
reverence. There is first the reverence 
for that which is above us, for God; and 
then reverence for that which is beside 
us, for our neighbor; and finally rev- 
erence, or respect, for one’s self. This 
utterance sends its shaft of light into 
the depths of things. Reverence for 
God, the root of religion; reverence for 
one’s neighbor, for the man, the girl, 
the woman, the weak, the sensitive, — 
the root of all goodness and neighbor- 
love; and, lastly, respect for one’s own 
personality which is the root of all 
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purity and uprightness. So to train the 
youth that he learn reverence, and, may 
never lose it, is one of the weightiost 
tasks of all educators. 

“Now if alcohol has any distinctive 
action on the life of the soul it is this 
— that it destroys reverence in the most 
various ways. ; 

“Alcohol tends to drag the loftiest into 
the dust, to make all great things trivial, 
to pour the lye of irony and ridicule over 
all that is of worth. I need only men- 
tion the atmosphere of the casino and of 
the beer evening, or the spirit which 
rules in the drinkshop. Every pastor 
among you knows that in the drinkshop 
he has the Satanic counterchurch which 
spews on, and destroys all that he would 
build up. 

“Alcohol destroys reverence for one’s 
neighbor. It makes men impudent, cyni- 
cal, intrusive. On the other hand, no 
one can reverence men who. are of ig- 
noble bearing. And I know nothing 
which injures bearing more than the 
use of alcohol, even in the most modest 
amounts.” 


“What doth the Lord require of thee, 
but ‘to do justly, and to love mercy, and 
to walk humbly with thy God?” This 
was the text that President Eliot of 
Harvard loved to quote, perhaps the only 
one he ever quoted, and it was a good 
one. But whenever I heard it from him 
I mused, “Supposing it had been applied 
to President Eliot’s family?” How would 
Samuel A. Eliot his father and, we may 
note in passing, a graduate of the Uni- 
tarian Divinity School at Harvard, come 
out when tried by that test, he the only 
Massachusetts Congressman who voted 
for the Fugitive Siave Law of 1850? 
What justice did that vote imply for 
the enslaved? What mercy for the 
tracked and fleeing black man? 

Or how would the son, Charles W. 
Eliot, have stood up under the other test, 
“to walk humbly with thy God”? Was 
there ever a prouder man than he, proud 
of his station, proud of himself, proud 
of his university, proud of his unbeliev- 
ing Unitarianism, and proud enough of 
his unmerciful father to name his own 
son after him? 

The great words of Micah are, after 
all, law and not Gospel. They belong 
to the Old Testament and are not to 
be abated one jot or one tittle until 
fulfilled. And what of those who fail in 
fulfillment? How is the hard heart who 
spurred on the bloodhounds by his Con- 
gressional vote to escape judgment for 
his misdeed? 

And how about the proud son who got 
up in Boston Symphony Hall and said 
of the redeeming Gospel, “We have come 
hither to rejoice and give thanks to- 
gether for our deliverance from those 
conceptions of Deity which are implied 
in the words ‘propitiation,’ ‘expiation,’ 
and ‘vicarious atonement.’” 

Thaaks-be unto God for the unspeak- 
able Gift which has redeemed us from 
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the consequences of the unfulfilled pre- 
scriptions of the Law. 


Mr. Mercado is a Mexican Baptist who 
has been teaching in the Phoenix, Ari- 
zona, Bible Institute and evangelizing 
Mexicans on both sides of the border.

We went, and sixty men and 
some women came to our open-air serv- 
ices. The second and third meetings 
were held in a large shed, and some 
fifteen accepted Christ. We feel this 
is the same as going down into the in- 
terior of Mexico, three thousand miles 
away, after these people. The New Tes- 
taments and literature we give them 
will witness for Christ to their families 
and friends when they return. Even 
now, by letters home, they are beginning 
to send the Good News to their families.” 


Brief Notes 


When the Bible Society House in 
Singapore fell into Japanese hands they 
would have burned the large stock of 
Bibles but for the pleadings of Chinese 
and Indian Christians. So¢they spared 
them on condition that these Christians 
should sell them and turn over the pro- 
ceeds to the Japanese. And this was 
done. 


Irish Catholicism is reported as intro- 
ducing Mass cards as a form of condo- 
lence to take the place of flowers. “In 
a provincial Irish town newspaper 
lately, a grateful family published ac- 
knowledgments to 69 sympathizers who | 
had presented such Mass cards repre- 
senting payment for the soul’s repose.” 
So is the florist crowded out by the 
priest. 


Theodore H. Epp started a “Back to 
the Bible Broadcast” five years ago. In 
the hard, early days he and his family 
lived practically on bread and water. 
Now he is on 35 stations reaching across 
the continent. Thirty-five missionaries 
are supported on the foreign field 
through this radio. It is also linked up 
with the Voice of the Andes. 


The Fresno Bible House was estab- 
lished by a group of young men who 
felt called to open a store for the cir- 
culation of sound Christian literature, 
the profits in their entirety going to 
missions. This has so prospered under 
God’s hand that two other stores have 
been opened, one in Bakersfield, the 
other in Stockton, Calif. 
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The Value of Mendel’s 
Discovery—IX

7 ~—= Question —Will you please explain “Men- 


delism,” and inforrn me if it strengthens 
the’ evolutionary theory or weakens it? 


S THE replies to these questions 

must be brief, I am not able to 
describe in detail the interesting experi- 
ments of Gregor Mendel, who was born 
about the same time as Charles Darwin; 
but it may be said, without any fear 
of contradiction, that his work has 
proved the permanence of species by 
the discdévery of the principle of heredity 
in the unchanging factors of germ cells. 


These germ ¢ells are shown by Men- 
del’s experiments to be passed on from 
one generation to another quite un- 
changed; and, what is even more re- 
markable, during their multiplication in 
succeeding. generations they conform 
with mathematical precision to algebra- 
ical formule. That means that no new 
facters ever have been introduced into 
the germ cells, Variations are simply 
the. appearance of hitherto hidden fea- 
tures coming to light, or becoming domi- 
nant where before they were hidden or 
recessive. 

If this is true, — and every experiment 
corroborates its accuracy,—there can 
be no evolution from new qualities 
forming. Variation of almost unlimited 
degree is possible, but beyond that there 
is. an insurmountable wall. In other 
words, no really new types are possible, 
but changes within these types are con- 
stantly seen. Mendelism cannot be used 
to support evolution in any sense of the 
word, unless one means evolution or 
change within the species or type. 


Evolutionists themselves are agreed 
that they can derive no comfort from 
this interesting phenomenon. Many 
years ago, Dr. Alfred Russell Wallace, a 
famous evyoluticnist, wrote in his “Let- 
ters and Reminiscences” (p. 340): 

Qn the general relation of Mendelism 
to Evolution, I have ccme to a very defi- 
nite conclusion. That is that it has no 
relation whatever to the evolution” of 
species or higher groups, BUT IS REALLY 
ANTAGONISTIC TO SUCH EVOLUTION. 
The essential basis of evolution .. . is 
extreme and ever-present plasticity. . . 
But the essence of Mendelism characters is 
their . rigidity. They are transmitted 
without variation, and therefore, except 
by the rarest of accidents, can never be- 
come adapted to ever-varying conditions. 
There can be no doubt from this opin- 

ion, which is that accepted currently by 
evolutionists, that Mendeligm has pre- 
sented a very considerable obstacle to 
the progress of the evolutionary theory. 

This inability of life forms to change, 
except in a varietal way, effectively pre- 
vents what evolution ought to have 
shown,—and, indeed, must show, —if 
it is to have any real claim on scientific 
acceptance; that is, it must produce un- 
doubted instantes’ of change of living

types from one type to another of dif- 
ferent kind. It is not enough to remind 
us that variation is occurring every- 
where. That is admitted, but, as Men- 
delism has proved, all these changes are 
within the type, and, in no case, has 
there ever been a single instance of the 
transformation of one type of life into 
another. 

That is why Dr. T. H. Morgan, a lead- 
ing evolutionary geneticist, wrote in 
his book, “Evolution and Adaptation” 
(p. 43), as follows: 

Within the period of human history 
there has not been a single instance of 
the transformation of one species into an- 
other; and it must be admitted that evo- 
lution lacks the one essential thing. it 
requires to place it on a scientific basis. 


The words of Genesis, “after its kind,” 


\still hold good. If so, there can be no 


real evolution.

FEW miles out of Trenton, N. J., 
I stopped and asked a hitchhiker if 
he believed that the Bible was God’s 
Word and inspired by God.

Approach to the Lesson 


N THE long interval of some four 

centuries between Malachi and Mat- 

thew, the voice of God was not 
heard so far as prophetic ministry was 
concerned. We sometimes speak of this 
period as the four hundred silent years. 
During all this time, the land of Pales- 
tine was a scene of. great unrest and 
strife, under the domination successively 
of the Medo-Persian, the Greco-Mace- 
donian, and the Roman empires. Out 
of the second of these, after the death 
of Alexander the Great, there arose four 
distinct dominions. Between two of 
these, Syria’ and Egypt, Palestine was 
caught as in a vise, and the Jews en- 
dured almost incredible hardships until 
the rise of the Maccabees, a Jewish 
family of heroic leaders, whose exploits 
are prophesied in Daniel 11:32-35. Dur- 
ing these centuries, a faithful remnant 
was ever found in the land, who clang 
to “the hope of Israel” (Acts 28:20) and 
waited patiently for the coming of Je- 
hovah’s Anointed One, the Messiah, to 
whom they looked for deliverance and 
blessing (Luke 2:25, 38). Malachi, the 
last of the prophets until the coming 
of John the Baptist, depicts the sad 
moral and spiritual conditions that pre- 
vailed generally, not only in his days, 
but right on until the new day dawned. 
Those who “feared the Lord spake often 
one to another” (Mal. 3:16), and looked 
eagerly forward to the fulfillment of 
the prophetic Word, which foretold the 
coming of the forerunner of Messiah and 
His own triumphant appearing. When, 
at last, the fullness of time had arrived, 
the long silence was broken by angelic 
messengers, who came to earth to herald 
the near-advent of the Redeemer of Is- 
rael and of the world. And John the

Baptist was born, according to promise, 
and sent to announce the coming of the 
long-predicted King. 


The Historical Setting 

We are unable to assign an exact date 
for the ministry of Malachi, but the 
conditions depicted in his Book fit per- 
fectly with the days following those of 
Nehemiah — therefore it must have been 
about 400 B.C. John the Baptist began 
his preaching and Saptizing in the fif- 
teenth year of Tiberias Czsar, which 
was A.D. 26. 


Verse by Verse 


Mal. 3:1—“Behold, I will send my 
messenger, and he shall prepare the way 
before me.” This prophecy, spoken 
through Malachi (whose name means 
“my messenger”) was fulfilled literally 
over. four centuries later, when John 
the Baptist appeared (Mark 1:2) in the 
spirit and power of Elijah (Matt. 17: 
10-13) as the preparer of Messiah’s way. 
It is He Himself who is before us in 
the rest of the verse, “the Lord whom 
ye seek, shall suddenly come to his 
temple.” Jesus Christ came as the Mes- 
senger of the New Covenant. The word 
“angel” is another tramslation. He is the 
Angel of the Covenant. 

Verse 2.—‘He is like a refiner’s fire.” 
Few would be ready for the appearing 
of the Lord because He came, not as a 
great world-monarch, but as a sifter 
of the hearts of men, to call them away 
from their sins and their follies and to 
purify them, that they might serve God 
in holiness and righteousness. 

Verse 3.—“He shall sit as a refiner ... 
of silver ... that they may offer unto 
the Lord an offering in righteousness.” 
As the refiner of silver melts the metal 
over a roaring flame and frees the 
molten mass -frorf all impurity until it 
perfectly reflects his own countenance, 
so does our blessed Lord cause or per- 
mit His chosen ones to endure fiery 


trials, that the dross.may be separated 
from the precious metal and His own 
character reproduced in them, so that 
as His holy priests, the. spiritual sons 
of Levi, they may offer to Him.a pure 
worship, in separation from all that is 
unrighteous. 


Verse 16.—“Then they that feared the 
Lord spake often one to another.” All 
down through the silent centuries, the 
remnant who honored God’s Word and 
revered His name sought to cheer and 
encourage one another as they waited 
for His coming. Nor was He indifferent 
to them. “The Lord hearkened, ‘and 
heard it.” He looked upon them in ten- 
der love and compassion and entered 
their names in His book of remembrance, 
that their devotion to Him might never 
be forgotten. 


Verse 17—“‘They shall be mine . 

in that day when I make up my jewels.” 
These faithful ones will constitute His 
peculiar treasure in the day of mani- 
festation. As a father cares for’ and 
seeks to spare his loved children from 
needless distress, so does the Lord ex- 
tend His pity and compassion to all who 
honor Him and seek to walk in subjec- 
tion to His holy will. 


Luke 1:68.—“The Lord God of Israel 
... hath visited and redeemed His peo- 
ple.” Zacharias, the aged priest, who 
had become the father of John, after- 
ward known as the Baptist, recognized 
in the birth of this son the beginning 
of the fulfillment of the prophecies. By 
faith he saw redemption as an accom- 
plished fact, when the child John was 
given as the angel Gabriel had predicted. 


Verse 72.—‘To perform the mercy 
promised to our fathers.” What God 
had declared He would bring to pags 
so long before was now actually in 
process of fulfillment. The birth of John 
was but the first step, as it were, in the 
carrying out of the divine purpose. con-

cerning the everlasting Covenant of 
grace. 


Verse 77.—“To give knowledge of sal- 
vation unto his people by the remission 
of their sins.” God gave to Zacharias 
spiritual discernment in large measure, 
so that he realized that this child of 
his was given, not only to present the 
Anointed One as the promised King, 
who would bring deliverance to Israel, 
but through Him men were to obtain 
the forgiveness of their sins and to en- 
joy the salvation of God. It was John 
the Baptist who proclaimed Jesus Christ 
as “the Lamb of God, which taketh away 
the sin of the world” (John 1:29). 


Verse 78.—“The dayspring from on 
high hath visited us.” After the long, 
dark night of those voiceless centuries 
of waiting for the dawn, the sunrise 
was now at hand, to be brought about 
by the manifestation of Him who came 
to make known “the tender mercy of 
our God.” 


Gal. 4:4—‘When the fulness of the 
time was come, God sent forth his Son.” 
God works according to plan. When 
the hour of His grace had struck, He 
sent His only begotten Son into the 
world, born of a virgin mother, a daugh- 
ter of David and so of Israel, in order 
that He might bring in redemption by 
settling the sin question to God’s satis- 
faction. Jesus came under the Law, that 
is, He took His place as a true Israelite 
and kept inviolate the Law given at 
Sinai in order that He might be the 
suited Substitute for sinful, Law-break- 
ing men. 


, Ver'se 5.—“To redeem them that were 

under the law, that we might receive 
the adoption of sons.” It is, of course, 
Israel that the Spirit of God has pri- 
marily in view here. It was, they who 
were under the Law and who were sold 
under its curse because of their disobe- 
dience to its holy precepts. But the 
principle applies to all men everywhere 
who show the work of the Law written 
in their hearts and so are under its con- 
demnation. Christ Jesus bore the full 
penalty of that broken Law and so ac- 
complished the work whereby all are 
redeemed who put their trust in Him, 
that now, as born of God, regenerated 
by His Word and indwelt by His Spirit, 
they might be acknowledged openly in 
His family as His sons. Adoption im- 
plied heirship, of old. And all who 
are thus given the place of sons be- 
come heirs of God, joint heirs with Jesus 
Christ (Rom. 8:15-17). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


In the Old Testament, we have many 
prophecies of the coming of a Saviour- 
King, and a Redeemer, through whom 
lost men may be brought back to God. 
In the New Testament, we see these pre- 
dictions fulfilled in the coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, after He had been 
heralded by John the forerunner, who

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


The Apocrypha. The question is raised 
frequently as to why the Roman Cath- 
olic Bible includes more books and por- 
tions of books than the Bible used by Prot- 
estants. The answer is that ever since the 
Council of Trent in the sixteenth century, 
the Roman Church has recognized the 
books commonly known as the Apocrypha 
as part of inspired Scripture, whereas 
Protestantsdo not soconsider them. These 
books are interesting, particularly the 
First and Second Maccabees, as giving 
historical information concerning a part 
of the four hundred silent years, but 
they were never acknowledged by the 
Jews as inspired or forming part of the 
canqn of the Old Testament. Our Lord 
recognized only the Law, the Prophets, 
and the Psalms as God’s inspired Word. 
He never used or quoted from the Apoc- 
rypha. These books contain many strange 
legends and actually disclaim inspira- 
tion in some instances. During those 
four long centuries while the Jew and 
the world awaited the coming of Mes- 
siah, there were no inspired messengers. 
The Old Testamenf, as we know it, was 
the Bible of that period, and was all 
that’ was necessary until the Saviour 
Himself came to reveal God fully. 


Summaries and Applications 


The Angel of the Covenant of the Old 
Testament is the Lord Jesus Christ of 
the New Testament. 

When there were no new revelations 
from Heaven as the world waited for the 
coming of the Saviour, the Holy Scrip- 
tures were an all-sufficient guide to faith 
and morals. 

Just as certainly as many of the Old 
Testament prophecies were literally ful- 
filled at Christ’s first advent, so surely 
will other prophecies be fulfilled liter- 
ally when He comes the second time. 
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The times and the seasons (Dan. 2: 
21; Acts 1:7; 1 Thess. 5:1, 2) are under 
the Father’s control. He has set the 
exact times for the carrying out of all 
His plans. Christ came in the fullness 
of time. Even so will He come again 
at the hour which God has set. 

Faith can trust and wait even though 
no voice is heard from Heaven and no 
indication is given of changing dispensa- 
tions.

The Busy Men's Corner 
By the late William H. Ridgway 


The 375 Years.—He shall sit as a re- 
finer and purifier of silver .... and 
purge them as gold and silver (Mal. 
3:3). There are thousands.of church 
and Sunday school people who are 
familiar with Jewish history to Malachi, 
and from Matthew to Revelation, but 


to whom the 375 years in between is . 


unknown historical country. 

This period was about 50 years longer 
than from Plymouth Rock (1620) to 1945. 
It was about 78 years less than the time 
that has passed since the discovery of 
America (1492). 

Lots of “history” has happened in 
America in the last 375 years, and you 
can be sure lots of “history” had hap- 
pened with the Jews. Josephus’ his- 
tory tells about the period in detail. If 
you have a Scofield Reference Bible, 
there is a fine digest in a page and a 
half between the two Testaments. 

After the return of Judah under Ezra 
and Nehemiah, Darius the Persian 
looked after them. Then Syria and 
Egypt got to war and the Jews were 
in between. Then came the Greeks 
under Alexander, followed by the Ro- 
mans, who inflicted the country with 
Herod. The Maccabees rose up and were 
a blessing. A lot of the Jews got down 
in Alexandria in Egypt, and some sev- 
enty of them translated the Old Testa- 
ment into Greek. It is called the Septua- 
gint, which means “seventy.” ’ 

In all these 375 yeats, the Jews were 
being made ready for the promised 
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Messiah. Hefe in Coatesville we do not 
know anything about refining silver 
and gold, but we know a lot about re- 
fining iron in our big steel furnaces. 
If you should visit the steel plant at 
the time of tapping a furnace, you would 
see the metal like molten gold pouring 
into great ladles. , 

After awhile the ladle will be filled 
and it will be “running over” down into 
the pit below. “Why all that waste?” 
That is not steel that runs over, that is 
the dross, the heat of the furnace has 
“purged” out of the iron. 

Great cranes will come and pick up 
the ladle with its load of molten steel 
and carry it away where it will eventu- 
ally be made into the hull of a great 
ship. As the steelmaker carefully pre- 
pares his metal for its ultimate purpose, 
and the refiner of silver and gold does 
the same for their purposes, so God 
worked with His Chosen. People. The 
Greek and Roman pressure should have 
squeezed (“purged”) all the “cinder” of 
idolatry out of them against the “ful- 
ness of the time.” And it did. In Christ’s 
day, they were sticklers for the Law, 
and supermonotheists ! 


The World All Ready.—But when the 
fulness of the time was come, God sent 
forth his Son ... made under the law 
(Gal. 4:4). Paul himself was a striking 
example of how thoroughly the experi- 
ences of the nation have “purged” the 
Jews of the “slag” and “cinder” and 
the “dross” of the idolatry with which 
the nation had become saturated. The 
plate made from the steel you saw come 
from the furnace in the former para- 
graph may have faults, but it will have 
none of the old brittle cast-iron quali- 
ties of the pig. It will be malleable! 
Bend without -breaking. It may have 
“blisters” and not be “true to gauge,” 
but it will be of right tensile strength! 

The “fulness of the time” found the 
whole: world at peace. The Jews were 
everywhere, and tenaciously holding 
their religious purity as the only mono- 
theists (believers in one God) in all the 
world. This spreading of the Jews with 
their expectation of a coming Messiah 
was a sort of “fifth column” for Chris- 
tian “propaganda.” ; 

It will be remembered that Paul, in 
his missionary journeys in the heathen 
lands, always tried to get in touch with 
this “fifth column.” It was one of the 
last: things he did (Acts 28:17). 

The “heat” of the 375 years had done 
the refining and purging, but the trouble 
was the Jews had lost sight of the Scrip- 
‘tures they had, and turned to the Tal- 
mud. We have every now and then 
something offered to us in place of the 
Scriptures. So when the Son of God 
came, exactly as the Scriptures said, the 
Jews did not recognize Him. They were 
looking for a conqueror riding upon a 
prancing charger, and not a country 
man from Galilee riding upon a donkey, 
as we see Him on Palm Sunday. 
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I have good friends among the good 
Jews. I say to my neighbor Moses 
Levine, “the principal difference be- 
tween us religiously is a very simple 
one. We both believe in a Messiah, we 
Christians call Him Jesus Christ. You 
believe this Messiah has not yet come, 
but may come any time. I know He has 
come, has died, and has gone, and is 
back in Heaven. Now we both are look- 
ing for Him to come again (in another 
“fulness of time”) ! 

When I have called this “only differ- 
ence” to many a Jew it is interesting 
to see his reaction to the idea. Often 
I am led to think, “Old fellow, you are 
pretty near ready to be convincéd Mes- 
siah has indeed come.” 

One of the things that is greatly mov- 
ing the Jew is the generous treatment 
given them by Christian England and 
America in contrast with the cruel and 
inhuman treatment they have received 
in some parts of Continental Europe. 


The Baby Breaks This Silence.—Thé 
Lord God of Israel . . . hath visited 
and redeemed his people (Luke 1:68). 
When after a Bible silence of 375 years 
the “fulness of time” arrives, and the 
old Book again speaks, we find our- 
selves in the presence of a baby whose 
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name was John. As usual the Angel 
of the Lord was looking after things, 
Gabriel himself being in charge. 


How Zacharias knew his son was to 
be the herald and forerunner of the 
Redeemer, we are told in verses 13 to 
18. God has ways of making things 
known to those who serve Him. We 
find Him guiding Paul into Macedonia 
and later assuring him of the safety of 
those on the storm-tossed ship. 


When people looked at the baby John, 
no one would have guessed they saw 
one of the world’s greatest men in the 
helpless little bunch of flesh and bones. 
Jesus says, “In heaven their angels do 
always behold the face of my Father 
which is in heaven” (Matt. 18:10). 


As I write this lesson note, I am fill- 
ing out cradle roll certificates for nine 
Rock Run babies. These are prints, 
5x7 inches, with a picture of Jesus as 
the Shepherd. I put on the baby’s 
name, when born, and the Sunday 
school. The certificate is signed by the 
cradle roll superintendent, myself, and 
our minister. I get a 5x7 frame from 
the 5 and 10, and frame the certificate. 
The parents hang the records on the 
parlor wall. In years to come that lit- 
tle certificate will be priceless. What 


_*O MAGNIFY THE LORD WITH ME, AND LET US EXALT HIS NAME TOCETHER” 
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would you not give for such a record of 
yourself, made umpty long years ago 
when you were in Sunday school at the 
age of a few weeks. 

As I sit and write and frame these 
little certificates, I remember that Jesus 
tells us that each one of these babies 
from the humble homes of Rock Run 
has an angel in Heaven to care for it. 
So I put up a prayer for each of them 
as I write and frame the record (Matt. 
18:10). 

Who knows to what heights that two- 
weeks-old baby boy, from a Christian 
home, may rise? There is many a great 
man in history and in contemporary life 
who came out of the home of a Chris- 
tian working man and from “across the 
track.” 

Yes, indeed, after 375 years of silence, 
the world was visited by a Redeemer 
who makes it possible that a baby, 
through that Redeemer, should become 
happy and prosperous in this world, with 
the promise of eternal life.

N TEACHING this lesson to the 

children, it would be well to tell the 
story of the prophecies of Christ’s com- 
ing to earth as a baby whose name 
would be Jesus. Seven hundred years 
before the Lord Jesus was born, a man 
named Isaiah foretold that a virgin 
should have a son whose name would 
be Immanuel, God with us (Isa. 7:14). 
This same Isaiah also prophesied that 
He would “be called Wonderful, Coun- 
sellor, The mighty God, The everlasting 
Father, the Prince of Peace” (chap. 9: 
6). In that great 53rd chapter of Isaiah 
the story of Christ’s sacrifice for sin is 
foretold. David in the’ Psalms tells of 
His crucifixion (Psa. 22). ’ 

Micah, another prophet, told that the 
Lord Jesus would be born in Bethlehem 
(chap. 5:2), while Zechariah wrote of 
Him as the King coming to Jerusalem, 
riding upon an ass (chap. 9:9). And 
Zechariah told of the price Judas re- 
ceived for betraying the Lord, thirty 
pieces of silver, and how they were cast 
down in the Temple for tke potter’s 


‘field (chap.. 11:13). 


The Jewish people had read'all these 
prophecies, and they should have been 
looking for their Saviour, but they had 
turned away from’ God, they had great 
Temple services, a great form of worship, 
but God’s Spirit was not with them. 
They were far more interested in being 
freed from their Roman rulers than 
they were in .God’s worship. In fact, 
they had begun to expect the Messiah 
to come to free them and resiore the 
former glory of their country, and they 
expected Him to come as a powerful 
man, not as a helpless Babe in 2 manger. 

But the Lord Jesus Christ came, just 
as He had been foretold, a babe wrap- 
ped in swaddling clothes, lying in a 
manger, in Bethlehem of Judea. He 
lived and died, according to prophecy. 

After He grew to be a man He bore 
the sin of the world in His own body 


on the cross of Calvary, and you, and I,

and whosoever will may believe in Him 
and have everlasting life. Some day 
He is coming back again, and every per- 
son on earth will see Him, and every 
one will bow before Him, even the 
wicked people who have refused to have 
Him for their Saviour.

AY, fellows, as this word to you is 

being written in the early days of 
March, people all around the world are 
listening with startled interest to the 
radio announcement of the American 
First Army’s crossing of the Rhine over 
the Ludendorff bridge. It was supposed, 
of course, the Germans would blow up 
all the Rhine bridges, and they did, with 
the exception of this one, which escaped 
destruction only by about ten minutes. 
The Americans arrived before the demo- 
lition squad could do its work. The 
commentators are saying that the cross- 
ing at that point was not. according to 
General Eisenhower’s previous plan, but 
was done on the spur of the moment 
when the unexpected opportunity of- 
fered.

It has never been 
changed and it will not bé@ changed. 
It will not be altered By any mistake 
or failure on the part of His enemies. 
It will carry through exactly as God has 
foreordained it. ‘The Lord Jesus Christ

shall be satisfied” (Isa. 53:11). 


One remarkable thing about this 


Malachi, the last Book of the Old Tes- 
tament, is that three-span prophecy in 
verses 1 to 3 of the 3rd chapter in our 
lesson text today. Span One reaches 
out 400 years to the coming of John 
the Baptist; Span Two, the birth and 
ministry of the Lord Jesus Christ; Span 
Three, the second coming of our Lord.

Topic and Scripture: 
Looking Forward to the Coming of Jesus 
(Luke 2:1-7) 


D on the Minor Prophets already 
learned, and complete the set: 
Nahum—foretold the destruction of 
Nineveh, the largest city in the world 
at that time; Habakkuk—faith in God in 
spite of trouble; Zephaniah—foreétold 
judgment on sin unless the people re- 
pented; Haggai—promised glory for the 
second Temple; Zachariah—encouraged 
to rebuild the Temple; Malachi—last of 
the prophets. 

Another jump of a century down the 
years and we find ourselves in Jeru- 
salem again. The Temple has been re- 
stored; the city walls are built. But 
as time has passed, the people have 
forgotten to appreciate God’s goodness 
in bringing them back to their home- 
land. Here comes a man bringing his 
offering to God, a good-for-nothing, 
blind, old, crippled sheep. Heére’s a 
priest so lazy he grumbles about fixing 
the fire on the altar. There’s another 
priest telling people it doesn’t make any 
difference whether they do right or not, 
God doesn’t care. People aren’t bring- 
ing God their tithes and offerings. 
They’re tired of worship, that is, most 
of them; there are a few “faithfuls.” 

God sends one last prophet with warn- 
ing and promise, Malachi: God may 


~not punish the sinful in a minute, but 


the day of reckoning will come. “The 
Lord, whom ye seek, shall suddenly 
come to his temple, .. . behold, he shall 
come, saith the Lord of hosts... . And 
I will come near to you to judgment; 
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and I will be a swift witness . . . against 
those that ... fear not me, saith the Lord 
of hosts. Then they that feared the 
Lord ‘spake often one to another: and 
the Lord hearkened, and heard it, and 
a book of remembrance was written 
before him for them that feared the 
Lord, and that thought upon his name.” 
Yes, the Lord heard. He didn’t reward 
them in a minute, but, “They shall be 
mine, saith the Lord of hosts, in that 
day when I make up my jewels; and 
I will spare them, as a man. spareth 
his own son that serveth him.” Then 
it will make a difference whether or 
not you have been obedient. (Mal. 3: 
1-5, 16-18.) 

More centuries went by. The bad 
people kept on being bad. Those who 
loved God sighed to see their disrespect, 
and groaned at the burdens they laid 
upon them. They longed for the coming 
of Christ, who would bring righteous- 
ness and justice, and take away all sin. 
How they loved to recall these precious 
promises from the Minor Prophets: 
Micah 5:2; Haggai 2:3, 7, 9; Zechariah 
9:9; Malachi 3:1! 

Then one day the Saviour came. But 
only a few knew it. "Twas in the city 
of Bethlehem that Mary laid her baby 
Son in the manger. There were only 
a few loving shepkerds in the fields 
that night who heard the angelic an- 
nouncement: “Unto you is born this 
day ...a Saviour, which. is Christ the 
Lord.” For thirty years most people 
did not know that anyone special had 
come. Then one day John the Baptist 
startled folks with his message: “Re- 
pent ye: for the kingdom of heaven is 
at hand,” and the Lord had come. But 
the Jews would not have Him for King; 
they crucified Him. He is coming again, 
suddenly. ' Then He will judge among 
the people. And then how you have 
lived will make a lot of difference. Will 
you be among those in Malachi 3:16, 
17 or 4:1?

Scenes FROM Days 
“BETWEEN THE TESTAMENTS” 


HAT were Jewish young people, 

who lived in days between the 
Testaments, thinking and doing? How 
were they responding to many rapidly 
changing and evil conditions about 
them? 

When the Book of Malachi was writ- 
ten, young people had already seen and 
had probably worshiped in the Temple 
rebuilt by Zerubbabel, and discerning 
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ones must have realized how far below 
God’s standards of righteousness the 
priests and people were living. Malachi’s 
young audiences would have heard his 
condemnation of many of their neigh- 
bors, as well as the parents of some of 
them; while other young folks were 
among those who met with the saints 
who adored and spoke often of the Lord 
(Mal, 3:16, 17). Some day, these people 
would say, God will send a messenger to 
announce the coming of One who will 
cleanse the world of wickedness and heal 
the ugly wounds of sin (4:1, 2). 

As years passed, when no _ prophet 
spoke to the people, the young folks who 
loved God and obeyed His good way 
were able to face victoriously every 
crisis of their country, for they knew 
that God was mightier than anything 
that could happen. What were some of 
the outstanding events in Palestine dur- 
ing the dark, silent years before Christ 
came? Review history for the names 
of nations and conquerors who were 
connected in some way with the Jewish 
people: Cyrus, Darius, Xerxes, Alex- 
ander the Great, The Ptolemys, Antio- 
chus Epiphanes, Antony and Cléopatra, 
Cesar, and others. 

What effect did the national changes 
have upon the Hebrew people? How 
were young folks influenced by Greek 
polytheism as it clashed with the mono- 
theistic unselfishness and morality in 
true Jehovah-worship? Worldly com- 
munity centers for youth are not mod- 
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ern innovations. Greek gymnasiums 
with exceedingly immodest practices 
were set up in many Jewish towns, and 
in spite of protests from godly parents, 
many young people, and even some of 
the corrupt, pleasure-seeking priests, 
sought amusement and companionship 
there. A next step after desecrating 
the body was to desecrate the Temple 
where God was worshiped. Heathen 
practices, including idolatry, riots, and 
revelings, took place within Temple pre- 
cincts,. while Jewish ritual was made 
illegal and practically crushed. out. 
Tell how the Maccabees and their 
brave neighbors rebelled against these 
outrages to their religion. How many 
of our youth would go out with parents 
and neighbors to clean up corruption, 
and preserve religious liberty? We say 
that is what we now are doing, but do 
we know just what that means? The 
Maccabees and their small army went 
throughout the country destroying 
heathen altars, reviving Jewish customs, 
and reopening closed synagogues. They 
fought their way into Jerusalem, cleared 
away the shrubs that had been allowed 
to grow around the Temple courts, 
cleansed the Temple of pagan objects, 
relighted the perpetual lamps on the 
golden candlestick, and rededicated the 
Temple to God (Exod. 7:20, 21). This 
joyous occasion has since been cele- 
brated by Jewish people as the Feast 
of Lights or Dedication. (John 10:22). 
It was not, however, in this Temple 
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Vacation Bible in- 
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gelical leadership.”

HE Bible that most of us know and 

use. largely is called the Authorized 
Version, or King James Bible. It was 
completed in 1611 by a group of some 
fifty-four scholars under the direction 
of King James I of England. Their mate- 
rial was drawn from and compared with 
older versions then in use, but primarily 
was based upon a Greek-Latin, transla- 
tion prepared by Beza, and upon the 
works of Erasmus:and Robert Stevens, 
who lived in the sixteenth century. 
These men had few original Greek 
manuscripts. However, they did have 
the Vulgate, or Latin, translation, which 
was. the official version of the Roman 
Catholic Church, prepared by Jerome 
between A.D. 385 and 420, and which 
was the source version for nearly every 
translation that had been made into 
English up to the time of the King 
James Version. 

we 


Some of us may be familiar with an- 
other translation of the Bible which is 
now in large use. It is called the Amer- 
ican Standard Edition of the Revised 
Version of the Bible. It was placed on 
sale in 1901, and was the outgrowth of 
a revision that had been prepared and 
published in 1881 by the joint efforts of 
two groups of English and American 
revisers and scholars. When the revisers 
of 1881 began their work, three very old 
manuscripts, or photographic copies of 
them, that could not be consulted when 
the King James. Version .was. prepared, 
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were available. Each of these contained 
large portions of the Old and the New

gerous to the health of the Church. Good 
motives can never sanctify evil or ques- 
tionable practices. 

Years of experience in semi-worldly 
churches have given the writer a chance 
to see the evil effects of many of the 
current social features in vogue in even 
conservative gongregations. Yes, we 
have had bowling, basket ball, gym- 
nasium, suppers, socials, movies, and the 
like. We have had baseball and other 


clubs, church societies with their vari- 
ety of shows, and we have had a chance 
to see their effect upoh the sponsors and 
those who patronized them. We know 
all the arguments for them, and we 
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know, too, the motives generally actu- 
ating the promoters of this social 
scheme; but, we know also what Scrip- 
ture teaches in principle about them and 
what experience has revealed in con- 
nection with them. The question we 
would propound to fellow pastors is this: 
“Will Christ, in the day of accounts, 
approve of them?” And may we ask, 
“Will those who have sponsored and 
aided them be pleased or ashamed in 
His presence?” 

_. The writer became awakened to see 
the peril of the secular coupled to a 
spiritual ministry by reading Dr. A. J. 
Gordon’s “When Christ Came _ to 
Church,” and a little tract entitled “Ah 
Kicks Against It, Suh.” These were 
read closely, after a church-wrecking 
lawsuit, which followed one of our oys- 
ter suppers and what was not far from 
a hair-pulling scene in our church 
kitchen during a quarrel among our 
church: cooks and waitresses. This was 
going on downstairs while the great 
organ upstairs was playing, “How Firm 
a Foundation.” One remembers: Dr. 
Gordon’s words: “I determined to have 
church matters in my church [the Clar- 
endon Street Baptist Church of Boston] 
as Christ would have them, if it took 
me twenty years to bring it about.” 

This helped me to realize that Christ 
was Lord of my life and of my church. 
Well, I set about to have these things 
corrected, in the quiet, but firm, Bible 
way. In about three weeks, after it 
became clear which way I was headed 
in my new church, opposition arose. 
My church leaders met week by week 
to defeat my efforts. They made things 
terribly hot for me. My dear and trusted 
official friends urged me to resign. It 
was a serious moment. After prayer, 
I advised them to “keep still in twenty- 
five different languages, and pray with- 
out ceasing.” How God settled this prob- 
lem is a tale too intimate to tell; but 
He did it, and the church was saved for 
decades of spiritual usefulness to the 
commynity, the denomination, and the 
world. 

As goes the program of a church, so 
goes the church, worldward or heaven- 
ward. A reform is needed. It will take 
men of courage to attempt it. It re- 
quires the courage of a Luther, the de- 
votion of a Wesley, the fire of a White- 
field, the wisdom of a Jonathan Edwards, 
the powerful preaching of a Timothy 
Dwight, yes, and the prayers of John 
Knox and the knowledge of God en- 
joyed ,by the Apostle to the .Gentiles. 
But, thank God, we have all these in 
Christ, and they are to be ours in the 
gifts and grace of the Holy Spirit. The 
men of the Bible are our examples. 
There are things to be set right. We 
must tell our people, as they are able 
to bear it, what these things:are and 
then call for the necessary action. God 
will give grace and wisdom when we 
ask it. There is no escape from suffer- 
ing for righteousness sake. We shall 
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be exposed to the sufferings of Christ, 
but we shall be sustained and blessed. 
Those who have chosen their own ways 
will fight against adopting holy ways. 
You have Gqj’s protection. Take no 
heed to all you hear said against these 
righteous measures. Be deaf. Christ 
was to the words of enemies. Remem- 
ber that “By faith the walls of Jericho 
fell down, after they were compassed 
about” as God directed. Remember, too, 
that “they that are after the flesh do mind 
the things of the flesh; but they that 
are after the Spirit the things of the 
Spirit.” Look well to your own life, 
your family life, your public life in the 
church and out. Bear your cross and 
you will wear a crown. Keep in view 
the day when “the angels shall come 
forth, and shall sever the wicked from 
among the just.” And “fight the good 
fight of faith, lay hold on eternal life.” 
Here is a new challenge to courageous 
preaching and action. Reason and per- 
suade. Emphasize true and false in 
conversion, repentance, experience, and 
work for Christ. 

The great revivals of the Bible were 
all reformations of character and of the 
conduct of the people of God. Under 
Jacob, it was a removal of household 
gods; under Moses, the giving of the law; 
under Joshua, rites and rights; under 
Samuel, the renewal of the kingdom; 
under David, the fear of the Lord; under 
the prophets, the honor of God’s Word; 
under the postexilic leaders, the cleans- 
ing of the priesthood and the restoration 
of holy orders. The revivals of the 
Church age have featured justification, 
the new birth, and a restoration of lost 
doctrines. Our present necessity seems 
to be the restoration of lost Christian 


practices and of true evangelism. Nehe- 


miah’s return to Jerusalem found condi- 
tions that broke his heart. They came 
to light in the reading of God’s law. He 
began a cleansing work upon reading 
the Word of God governing Israel’s prac- 
tices. Soon Tobiah’s stuff was removed 
from the Temple, Israel was separating 
from foreign wives, and the gates of 
Jerusalem were shut on the Sabbath. 
Ministers’ leadership in such God-willed 
reforms is an urgent necessity. God 
gives courage for it. God, who sus- 
tained prophets and apostles, will up- 
hold the faithful. If He doesn’t save 
their lives, it will be a blessing to God’s 
Church to have a few martyrs. “The 
blood of martyrs is the seed of the 
* 


church.”

HE Bible that most of us know and 

use. largely is called the Authorized 
Version, or King James Bible. It was 
completed in 1611 by a group of some 
fifty-four scholars under the direction 
of King James I of England. Their mate- 
rial was drawn from and compared with 
older versions then in use, but primarily 
was based upon a Greek-Latin, transla- 
tion prepared by Beza, and upon the 
works of Erasmus:and Robert Stevens, 
who lived in the sixteenth century. 
These men had few original Greek 
manuscripts. However, they did have 
the Vulgate, or Latin, translation, which 
was. the official version of the Roman 
Catholic Church, prepared by Jerome 
between A.D. 385 and 420, and which 
was the source version for nearly every 
translation that had been made into 
English up to the time of the King 
James Version.

Some of us may be familiar with an- 
other translation of the Bible which is 
now in large use. It is called the Amer- 
ican Standard Edition of the Revised 
Version of the Bible. it was placed on 
sale in 1901, and was the outgrowth of 
a revision that had been prepared and 
published in 1881 by the joint efforts of 
two groups of English and American 
revisers and scholars.. When the revisers 
of 1881 began their work, three very old 
manuscripts, or photographic copies of 
them, that could’ not be consulted when 
the King James. Version was. prepared, 
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were available. Each of these contained 
large portions of the Old and the New 
Testament.

One of these is the Vatican manu- 
script, sometimes called Codex B, which 
was discovered in the Vatican Library 
at Rome about A.D. 1475, and has been 
jealously guarded there ever since. Al- 
though this manuscript is not dated, ex- 
perts can fix the date with reasonable 
accuracy, and it is believed to have been 
written about the beginning of the 
fourth century.

The second of these ancient manu- 
scripts is called the Sinaitic manuscript, 
often referred to as Codex Aleph. This 
manuscript was discovered about 1844 
in an old convent at the foot of Mt. Sinai. 
Later it was brought to St. Petersburg. 
Recently, the original manuscript has 
been purchased. from Russia by Great 
Britain, and it is now deposited in the 
British Museum. Its date is fixed be- 
tween A.D. 331 and A.D. 340.

The third ancient manuscript is the 
Alexandrian, discovered about A.D. 1627, 
and which now ‘reposes in the British 
Museum in London. It is generally con- 
ceded to have been written about the 
middle of the fifth century.

Going back still. farther than these 
three important documents, there are a 
number of manuscripts of lesser impor- 
tance containing portions of our Bible. 
These make it possible to compare cer- 
tain portions, and check them with the 
three principal ancient manuscripts be- 
fore mentioned. Furthermore, in the 
writings of the early Church Fathers, 
such as Origen, who was born in A.D. 
185, Tertullian, Irenzeus, and Clement of 
Alexandria, all of whom were alive in 
A.D. 175, farge portions of our New Tes- 
tament are quoted. Thus we can know 
that large sections of our present ver- 
sions of the Scriptures are substantially 
the same as the Bible known to writers 
of this early date.

Going still farther back, we have 
available today the writings of Clement 
of Rome, Polycarp, and Papias, whose 
writings and letters breathe the very at- 
mosphere and language of our New Tes- 
tament, and show that they were familiar 
with it. Of these men, Clement is men- 
tioned by the Apostle Paul as a “fellow 
labourer.” He evidently knew Paul, and 
certainly he was acquainted with his writ- 
ings. Polycarp was a disciple of John, the 
apostle, and heard from his lips the 
story of the life, death, resurrection, and 
ascension of the Lord Jesus. Papias 
knew at least two of the disciples of 
the. Lord, and met many others who 
knew others of the disciples.

gerous to the health of the Church. Good 
motives can never sanctify evil or ques- 
tionable practices. 

Years of experience in semi-worldly 
churches have given the writer a chance 
to see the evil effects of many of the 
current social features in vogue in even 
conservative qongregations. Yes, we 
have had bowling, basket ball, gym- 
nasium, suppers, socials, movies, and the 
like. We have had baseball and other 
clubs, church societies with their vari- 
ety of shows, and we have had a chance 
to see their effect upoh the sponsors and 
those who patronized them. We know 
all the arguments for them, and we 
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know, too, the motives generally actu- 
ating the promoters of this social 
scheme; but, we know also what Scrip- 
ture teaches in principle about them and 
what experience has revealed in con- 
nection with them. The question we 
would propound to fellow pastors is this: 
“Will Christ, in the day of accounts, 
approve of them?” And may we ask, 
“Will those who have sponsored and 
aided them be pleased or ashamed in 
His presence?” 

_ The writer became awakened to see 
the peril of the secular coupled to a 
spiritual ministry by reading Dr. A. J. 
Gordon’s “When Christ Came _ to 
Church,” and a little tract entitled “Ah 
Kicks Against It, Suh.” These were 
read closely, after a church-wrecking 
lawsuit, which followed one of our oys- 
ter suppers and what was not far from 
a hair-pulling scene in our church 
kitchen during a quarrel among our 
church: cooks and waitresses. This was 
going on downstairs while the great 
organ upstairs was playing, “How Firm 
a Foundation.” One remembers Dr. 
Gordon’s words: “I determined to have 
church matters in my church [the Clar- 
endon Street Baptist Church of Boston] 
as Christ would have them, if it took 
me twenty years to bring it about.” 

This helped me to realize that Christ 
was Lord of my life and of my church. 
Well, I set about to have these things 
corrected, in the quiet, but firm, Bible 
way. In about three weeks, after it 
became clear which way I was headed 
in my new church, opposition arose. 
My church leaders met week by week 
to defeat my efforts. They made things 
terribly hot for me. My dear and trusted 
official friends urged me to resign. It 
was a serious moment. After prayer, 
I advised them to “keep still in twenty- 
five different languages, and pray with- 
out ceasing.” How God settled this prob- 
lem is a tale too intimate to tell; but 
He did it, and the church was saved for 
decades of spiritual usefulness to the 
commuynity, the denomination, and the 
world. 

As goes the program of a church, so 
goes the church, worldward or heaven- 
ward. A reform is needed. It will take 
men of courage to attempt it. It re- 
quires the courage of a Luther, the de- 
votion of a Wesley, the fire of a White- 
field, the wisdom of a Jonathan Edwards, 
the powerful preaching of a Timothy 
Dwight, yes, and the prayers of John 
Knox and the knowledge of God en- 
joyed ,by the Apostle to the .Gentiles. 
But, thank God, we have all these in 
Christ, and they are to be ours in the 
gifts and grace of the Holy Spirit. The 
men of the Bible are our examples. 
There are things to be set right. We 
must tell our people, as they are able 
to bear it, what these things\are and 
then call for the necessary action. God 
will give grace and wisdom when. we 
ask it. There is no escape from suffer- 
ing for righteousness sake. We shall 
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be exposed to the sufferings of Christ, 
but we shall be sustained and blessed. 
Those who have chosen their own ways 
will fight against adopting holy ways. 
You have Gqf's protection. Take no 
heed to all you hear said against these 
righteous measures. Be deaf. Christ 
was to the words of enemies. Remem- 
ber that “By faith the walls of Jericho 
fell down, after they were compassed 
about” as God directed. Remember, too, 
that “they that are after the flesh do mind 
the things of the flesh; but they that 
are after the Spirit the things of the 
Spirit.” Look well to your own life, 
your family life, your public life in the 
church and out. Bear your cross and 
you will wear a crown. Keep in view 
the day when “the angels shall come 
forth, and shall sever the wicked from 
among the just.” And “fight the good 
fight of faith, lay hold on eternal life.” 
Here is a new challenge to courageous 
preaching and action. Reason and per- 
suade. Emphasize true and false in 
conversion, repentance, experience, and 
work for Christ. 

The great revivals of the Bible were 
all reformations of character and of the 
conduct of the people of God. Under 
Jacob, it was a removal of household 
gods; under Moses, the giving of the law; 
under Joshua, rites and rights; under 
Samuel, the rermewal of the kingdom; 
under David, the fear of the Lord; under 
the prophets, the honor of God’s Word; 
under the postexilic leaders, the cleans- 
ing of the priesthood and the restoration 
of holy orders. The revivals of the 
Church age have featured justification, 
the new birth, and a restoration of lost 
doctrines. Our present necessity seems 
to be the restoration of lost Christian 


practices and of true evangelism. Nehe- 


miah’s return to Jerusalem found condi- 
tions that broke his heart. They came 
to light in the reading of God’s law. He 
began a cleansing work upon reading 
the Word of God governing Israel’s prac- 
tices. Soon Tobiah’s stuff was removed 
from the Temple, Israel was separating 
from foreign wives, and the gates of 
Jerusalem were shut on the Sabbath. 
Ministers’ leadership in such God-willed 
reforms is an urgenf necessity. God 
gives courage for it. God, who sus- 
tained prophets and apostles, will up- 
hold the faithful. If He doesn’t save 
their lives, it will be a blessing to God’s 
Church to have a few martyrs. “The 
blood of martyrs is the seed of the 


church.” e

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nical reader an appreciation of “how 
the archaeologist works and what he 
discovers.” ‘The first chapter on “The 
Magic of Method” is an interesting ac- 
count of present-day techniques in ex- 
cavating a buried city in Palestine, with 
descriptions of the process of obtaining 
a site to excavate, the assembling of 
the staff, the method of digging, and the 
recording of the objects that are found. 

The second chapter on “Seventy-five 
Thousand Years before Histury Began” 
clearly shows that the author adheres 
to the evolutionary theory. Dr. Mc- 
Cown endeavors to fit the cave materials 
which have been found at Galilee, at 
Mt. Carmel, and other places into the 
evolutionary scheme. The uncertainty 
of the interpretation of such materials, 
even in regard to date, is shown by the 
author’s acknowledgment that “the Gali- 
lee skull dates back to at least 40,000, 
perhaps, even to 100,000 years ago and 
actually represents an entirely new spe- 
cies related to the genus Homo.” Such 
skeletal materials, however, are no proof 
of the evolutionary theory, and the dat- 
ing of them is often quite arbitrary. 

The reader soon learns that Dr. Mc- 
Cown is apparently an antisupernatu- 
ralist. After relating some of the finds 
at Jericho (which do illuminate. and con- 
firm the Biblical record), Dr. McCown 
tends to minimize the real significance 
of the discoveries by saying, “Thus, 
while the literal accuracy of the biblical 
text is by no means established, the 
general dependability of the non-mirac- 
ulous features in the record is- rendered 
probable ...” Then he manufactures 
his own naturalistic explanation of the 
event, supposing that while the Israel- 
ites were camped by the Jordan, an 
earthquake caused the Jordan to stop 
and at the same time knocked down 
the walls of Jericho. He says that then 
the Israelites “hastily break camp and 
pass over, to find the city walls in ruins 
and the houses on fire. They would 
march around it in wonder and, believ- 
ing that the calamity which had come 
upon it was due to divine. wrath, would 
devote it to Yahweh as accursed and 
assist in spreading the fires.” 

There are chapters on the excavations 
at Tell Beit Mirsim (probably the Bib- 
lical Kirjath-sepher), Bethshan, Sa- 
maria, Jerusalem, and many other sites. 
It is not the author’s main purpose to 
point out the relationship of these mate- 
rials to the Bible, although from time 
to time casual mention is maGé of such 
things as the confirmation of Jeremiah’s 
reference to Shiloh, the building at She- 
chem which may be the one mentioned 
in Judges, and the tunnel which Joab 
may have used in gaining entrance to 
Jerusalem. 

Inasmuch as the book is written from 
the evolutionary and liberal viewpoint, 
and only incidentally points out the re- 
lationship between the Bible and the ex- 
cavations (with the ever-present possi- 
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/ 
bility of a liberal interpretation not 
supported by the facts), the book is of 
doubtful value to a fundamentalist Bible 
student, particularly if he is not well 
versed in the field of archaeology.
